Mayor Haywood at odds with council and police department

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood 
called a press conference last 
Wednesday at 2 p.m. to express his 
dissatisfaction with recent actions in 
the police department and his overall 
displeasure with the relationship be- 
tween the police department, himself 
and the city council members. 

Overall, the mayor continues to 
disagree with the long standing pol- 
icy of the full city council approving 
the hiring of police officers. This is a 
policy which has been “on the 
books” for many, many years, and is 
not a product of the present ad- 
ministration, The hiring policy was 
first installed to give council mem- 
bers assurance that the professionals 
hired as police officers were of the 
highest quality available. It followed 
a couple of minor incidents where 
people hired came with what was lat- 
er learned to be unfavorable refer- 
ences from previous positions. 

Until recent years, any problems 
on the potential hiring of a new of- 
ficer were worked out prior to the in- 


dividual actually appearing before 
the city council for approval. If 
council members or the mayor knew 
of any reason not to approve the of- 
ficer, he or she were just not pre- 
sented for consideration. 

Haywood was especially critical 
of an incident he reported witnessing 
on Sunday evening, involving an 
Elba police officer and two private 
citizens. The incident ned on 
Forest Lake Drive, where mayor 
lives. At the press conference the 
mayor said the incident made Elba 
look like Mayberry RFD, 

According to the official state- 
ment he filed at the police de- 
partment following the incident, the 
following is what happened: 


“At about 11:10 p. m., 1996 (Sun- 
day night) I personally witnessed 
Officer Kevin Burke allow a pri- 
vate citizen to ride on the front 
fender of his police car after that 
citizen chased a female citizen 
North on Forest Lake Drive to- 
wards the First Assembly of God 
Church. I instructed Officer Burke

The mayor told the assembled ra- 
dio, TY and newspaper repre- 
sentatives that he didn’t know what 
had happened since Sunday night. 
He reported that Burke had been sus- 
pended at his insistence, but is now 
back at work (three days later). 

He acknowledged that Lt. John 
Nelson had wanted to wait until 
Monday moming and discuss the 
matter with the city attorney, but he 
(Haywood) felt the matter justified 
immediate suspension. 

The mayor, responding to press 
questions, said he had not talked 
with the city attorney on the matter 
and didn’t know why the officer was 
back at work. 

Nelson was contacted later and all 
he would say was that Burke was put 
back to work after he consulted the 
city attorney and that the matter was 
still under investigation. 

When Nelson was asked about 
Haywood’s charge that the city 
council members were micro- 
managing the police department, 
Nelson said not one city council 
member had contacted him on this 
matter. 

Nelson explained that he was oP 
erating with the legal guidance of 
city attorney and his own best judge- 
ment on how the matter should be 
handled. 

While Haywood passed out cop- 
ied of the Elba Personnel Ordinance 
which says yom 3 is grounds for 
Suspension or firing, Nelson ex- 
plained there were not copies avail- 
able in his office and he had no way 
of knowing if police officers hired 
within the past several years have 
been afforded the opportunity to 
read and study the personnel manual 
or the police department SOP. 

Nelson said this didn’t mean his 
investigation was showing Officer 
Burke was personally engaged in un- 
professional horseplay or any other 
violations of department procedure, 
but that the lack of available code 
books could play a in any ac- 
tions cangide 


While Haywood’s statement covanjhe scene traveling sovenee lbg. 


ered the portion of the incident he 
observed and Nelson cited con- 
fidentiality as his reason for de- 
clining to comment on details of the 
incident, other sources give a more 
complete picture of what happened 
on Sunday night. 

Reportediy, Burke was on routine 
patrol in the area of Forest Lake 
Drive and came upon a young adult 


male and young adult female en- 
aged in what was determined to be 
joud, friendly horseplay. The two 
were running, laughing and squirting 
water on each other with a child's 


toy re Bidee 

As Burke drove up, the female re- 
portedly doused the male with a load 
of water and ran down the road 
laughing. When Burke explained 


they needed to tone down their 
noise/playing late at night, the male 
said someone needed to tell the fe- 
male. Burke then suggested the male 
get into the police car and go the 30- 

0 yards to where she was and they 
would both explain it to her.

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Attempted armed robbery in Jack

A store in rural Coffee County § 
was the scene of an attempted armed | 


robbery Friday afternoon. 

The Coffee County Sheriff’s De- 
partment is investigating the incident 
at Smart's ong located on AL 
Hwy. 87 in the Jack Community. 
The store is located across the road 
from the Zion Chapel High School. 

The Elba Police Department was 
notified of the attempted robbery at 
2:52 p.m. Several law enforcement 
personnel responded to the call and 
were on the scene within a matter of 
minutes after the it was received. 

Store clerk Siburline Modlin stat- 
ed that a black male entered the store 
and removed a drink from the cool- 


cooler, Ke had pulled a white hair net ¢ 


with cut out eye holes over his face. 

The would-be-robber took a bag 
from the shelf and instructed Mrs. 
Moldin to place all the money into 
the bag. At this time, he had pulled a 
black semi-auto pistol. 

As Mrs. Moldin moved away 
from the counter toward the tele- 
phone, the gunman came around the 
counter at which time an unidenti- 
fied customer entered the store. He 
then pointed the weapon at the cus- 
tomer and instructed him to come on 
into the store; however, the customer 
backed out of the store and returned 
to his vehicle to go for help. 

The customer told officials that 
he heard a shot fired, saw the gun- 
man run from the store, enter a crim- 
son red, two door hatchback car with 
no tag and occupied by another 
black male, The car sped away from

Mrs. Moldin was not hit by the 
fired shot, but was taken to Elba 
General Hospital where she was ad- 
mitted for observation, Due to the 
fact that the w n was fired so 
close to Mrs. Moldin, she had pow- 
der bums on her face and eyes and 
her hears were “ringing” from the 
percussion, 

Authorities were able to broad- 
cast a good description of the get- 
away vehicle because it had been ob- 
served by the customer, Also, sever- 
al others had seen a car matching the 
initial description in the area, prior 
to the incident, acting suspiciously. 

Elba police officers later located a 
vehicle matching the suspect vehi- 
cle, The car was taken into custody 


and impounded for further analysis 
for evidence. The driver was ques- 
tioned; however, no arrests have 
been made at this time. -

the roadway, and thereby causing 
the death of Amber Spinks who 
was a passenger in the motor ve-

Faith’s warfare 


To believe the impossible one must first sce the invisible -- the lesson 
Elisha taught his servant. The text of 2 Kings 6:8-17 involves war between 
Israel and Syria, and the prophet Elisha's informing his people of the ene- 
my's tactics through prophetic insight (v. 12). 


Here is the lesson: Prayer is the key to discerning our adve 
gies. Fucther, the key to dispelling Elisha’s servant's panic was his vision 
being opened to see the invisible. Note these crucial words, “Elisha 
prayed!” Elisha did not ask God simply to show the servant another mira- 
cle, he asked for his servant to see into another dimension. The answer 
came immediately, “The Lord opened the eyes of the young man, and he 
saw, and behold the mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha,” (v. 17). An unseen spiritual realm exists, consisting of a host 
of ministering angels who are active in the lives of God's people. Not only 
is God for His people, but also armies of His angels stand by, ready to de- 


fend the believers and God's kingdom. 


All Bible-believing Christians should continually pray that God would 
spiritual blindness and open the eyes of their hearts to 
see more clearly the spiritual reality of God's kingdom and its heavenly 


deliver them from 


hosts. 


Seeing into the invisible is a key to victorious praying -- discerning spiri- 
tual issues from God's perspective rather than man’s seeing the adversary’s 
attack plan, and perceiving God's angelic strike force.

SCHOOL POPULATIONS REVEAL INTERESTING FACTS 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association has re-classified its 
member schools for the coming two years, and while there are always 
changes that take place, it is the populations of the schools that always 
create the most interest. Here’s a look at the student populations and the 
six different classifications for the next two years: 

*CLASS 6A - The biggest sixty-one schools in the state are in Class 
6A, and while it is fair for the biggest schools to compete against each 
other, it seems a little unfair that the difference in student population in 
the biggest school and smallest school is almost 1,200 students. That 
comes out to almost 400 students per grade, which is quite a difference 
when il comes to competing in sports. Montgomery has three of the 
state’s biggest schools in Jeff Davis, Robert E.Lee and Lanier, while En- 
terprise comes in at #11 with 1,138.4 students in just the top three grades. 
If Dothan and Northview were combined into one school, which was the 
case for many years, it would be the state’s largest school with almost 
2,000 students. 

*CLASS SA - A total of sixty-three schools are in Class 5A, and the 
spread between the biggest school (Booker T. Washington) and the small- 
est school (Opp) is almost 270 students in three grades. Smiths Station has 
grown by leaps and bounds in recent years and like B.T. Washington was 
only three students away from moving up to 6A, while at the other end 
Opp was only three students away from joining the 4A ranks. Andalusia 
has also made a slide toward the bottom in 5A circles and was thirteen 
students way from the 4A ranks, making the two Covington County cities 
among the state’s smallest in 5A. Greenville is ranked 14th and is solid 
with over 605 students, which is over 200 more than Opp. If size really 
does count, Greenville should rule the roost locally. 

*CLASS 4A - Bibb County moved down from 5A and is now the larg- 
est school in the 4A ranks with 390.5 students, while Pike County re- 
mained at the bottom of the chart with 281.5 students and is the smallest 
school in the 4A ranks. Pike County was only five students away from 
falling down to 3A, while Abbeville was also low on the list and was only 
nine students away from becoming a 3A school. Daleville was by far the 
largest of the area 4A schools with a student enrollment of 358.7 in its top 
three grades, and one school that caught my eye was St. Paul's, which 
moved up from the 3A ranks and is now the 29th largest 4A school in the 
state with 321 students. Dale County and Geneva were listed with iden- 
tical enrollments, which should make the school's athletic teams dead- 
even on any ficld of play. 

*CLASS 3A - Sixty-three schools are in the 3A ranks and atop the list 
is East Limestone with 276.4 students, while Crossville brings up the rear 
with 207.9 students, a difference of almost 70 students. Headland moved 
down from 4A and is the third largest school in the 3A rankings, while 
Rehobeth is also getting bigger and came in at 18th with 256.3 students, 
almost 20 students more than Elba, which ranked 32nd with 237.4. The 
schools in Class 3A are still from the northern part of the state, for the 
most part, but the closeness of the student populations does make for a 
very competitive sports world. 

*CLASS 2A - The world in Class 2A had the biggest shake-up of any 
class with three local schools dropping down to the 2A ranks. Springville 
is the largest school with 207.4 students and Warrior is the smallest with 
141.6, a difference of over 65 students. However, the addition of Luverne, 
Louisville and Slocomb to the 2A ranks should make this class quite inter- 
esting. Luverne is the second biggest school in the state in 2A with 205.8 
students in the top three grades, followed by Louisville in fourth with 
201.3 and Slocomb in 5th with 200.3. New Brockton dropped down to the 
1A ranks two years ago, but has moved back up and now ranks 50th with 
156.7 students, which is sixteen students over the 1A limit. When you add 
this trio of schools to other area 2A schools such as Cottonwood, Goshen, 
Georgiana, Houston County, Highland Home, Straughn, Samson, New 
Brockton, Florala, Wicksburg, Geneva County, Red Level, Clayton and 
G.W. Long, it looks like South Alabama is 2A heaven. 

*CLASS 1A - Gaston is the largest 1A school in the state with 140.5 
students, but you don’t have to look very far to find some area schools as 
Brantley is fifth with 134.8, Kinston follows at sixth with 134.5 and Zion 
Chapel is near by at ninth with 131.4. If the schools in the Coffee County 
system consolidated, the new school would have approximately 422 stu- 
dents, which would make it a 5A school. Just something to think about! 
McKenzie is now one of the smallest schools in the slate with only 82.8 
students in its top three grades, and only time will tell if it goes the way of 
Dozier.

Based upon student population 
Re-classification announced by AHSAA 


The Alabama High School Ath- 
letic Association has re-classified 
its member schools for the 1996-97 
and 1997-98 school years, ac- 
cording to student enrollment, with 
a total of sixty (60) schools chang- 
ing classifications in the associa- 
tion’s six classification system. 

The student enrollment is based 
upon the total number of students 
in grades 10-12, including ninth 
grade hold-backs, 

Following is a review of the new 
classifications for all six classes: 

CLASS 1A 

Three schools have moved down 
from the 2A ranks to become one 
of the 77 schools in Class 1A, with 
the three new schools all ranked 
among the “Top 5" schools in the 
class according to student popula- 
von. 

Gaston and Millry both moved 
down to the 1A ranks and are listed 
as the first and second largest 
schools in the class, while Brantley 
also moved back down to 1A and is 
the fifth largest school in the class. 

Two Coffee County schools are 
also included among the “Top 10" 
schools in the state in the 1A ranks, 
with Kinston being the sixth largest 
school in 1A and Zion Chapel be- 
ing listed as the 9th largest school. 

Other area 1A schools and their 
rankings based upon student pop- 
ulation include (24) Ariton, (35)

Gaston is the largest school in 
the class with 140.5 students, while 
Paint Rock Valley is the smallest 
with a student enrollment of 38.8.

Have children immunized 


Childhood diseases threaten the 
health of young children who are not 
immunized against them. To limit 
this threat, each child should have 
80% of their immunizations by age 
2. Immunizations still save lives, and 
yet one in four of Alabama’s chil- 
dren 2 and younger are not appropri- 
ately immunized. Protect your chil- 
dren by getting them immunized ‘on 
time. 

There are 10 vaccine preventable 
diseases: diphtheria, tetanus, pertus- 
sis, polio, measles, mumps, rubella, 
hepatitis B, hemophilus, influenza 
type B and varicella (chickenpox). 
It’s very important that parents have 
their children immunized against 
these diseases. They can be life- 
threatening or have life-long effects. 
The dangers of the disease far out- 
weigh any risk of negative reactions 
to the shots. 

To find out when you should 
bring your children for their immuni- 
zations, talk with your doctor or 
county health department. They will 
provide you with a list of needed im- 
munizations and a schedule for the 
child to receive them. Some shots 
are given as carly as two months. 
You can appropriately immunize 
your child by age 2 ‘with only five 
visits to your health ‘care provider. 
Then be sure to follow up ‘with the 
necessary boosters. Your doctor or 
health department ‘will have that in- 


. formation, too. You can get the im- 


munizations for free or for a ‘very 
smal! fee. For more information on

ment. 
Keep complete, up-to-date immu- 
nization records on your children. To

What homeowners can do about mosquitoes 


Abundant spring moisture and 
warm summer temperatures have 


cent weeks. Whether they occur in 
the home, around the yard, or at a 
family outing, mosquitoes can make 
life miserable. 

Where do they come from? Mos- 
quitoes need quiet (non-flowing) wa- 
ter for their development. There are 
two primary ag of mosquitoes, 
Culex and Aedes. Mosquitoes of the 
Culex generally lay eggs on 
the surface of water in rain barrels, 
bird baths, tin cans, old tires, cis- 
terns, roof gutters, and any other 
container that holds water. Mosqui- 
toes of the Aedes group lay their 
eggs at the base of vegetable border- 
ing streams or in low-lying areas 
subject to flooding. Aedes mosqui- 
toes can deposit their eggs above the 
water line in old tires and other wa- 
ter-holding containers. These eggs 
hatch when inundated with water. 

Mosquitoes ievelop rapidly, 
transforming into biting adults in as 
little as One week. A neglected bird 
bath or boat bottom allowed to accu- 
mulate water can produce hundreds 
of new mosquitoes each day. 

What can I do about them? Elimi- 
nating breeding sites is the best way 
to control mosquitoes. Eliminating 
large areas of standing water such as 
swamps or ditches may require com- 
munity-wife effort. However, home- 
owners can take several steps to pre- 
vent mosquitoes from breeding on 
their property. 

1. Dispose of old tires, buckets, 
plastic sheeting, or other containers 
that collect and hold water. Do not 
allow water to accumulate at the 
base of flower pots ‘or in pet dishes 
for more than a few days. 

2. Clean debris from rain gutters 
and remove any standing water on 

atios or flat roofs. Check around 
aucets and air conditioner units and 
repair leaks or puddles that remain 
for several days. 

3. Change water in bird baths and 


wading pools at least once a week. 
Consider stocking ornamental ponds 
with predacious minnows. Known as 
mosquito fish, these minnows are 


about one to one and one-half inches » 


in length and can be purchased or 
seined from streams and creeks. 

4. Fill or drain puddles, ditches 
and swampy areas. Remove, drain, 
or fill tree holes and stumps ‘with ex- 
pandable foam or other suitable seal- 
ant. 

5. Eliminate seepage from cis- 
terns, 'C is, and septic tanks. 

6. Eliminate ‘standing ‘water 


around animal ‘watering troughs. 
7. Irrigate lawns and ‘gardens

At this point the male noted he 
was all wet and would mess up the 
inside of the police car if he did get 
in.

City Attomey Jeff Kelley was noi 
available for comment on the details 
of the incident, however sources 
close to the issue quoted him as say- 
ing while it may have been an action 
which deserves some disciplinary ac- 
tion, this was not, in itself, a firing 
offense, according to the city code, 
nor the police SOP manual. 

According to one part of one or 
more of the Elba police SOP’s (there 
are reportedly several versions float- 
ing around, prepared or revised by 
various former police chiefs) prior to 
any suspension or firing, infractions 
must be presented to a police review 
board for a recommendation. That
